{whe was at the feed belt of .tha. 


machine ahd Robert §.. Gerathy; 
who wis eating his lunch ‘prior 
to making the changes in the 
machine. 


Testimony showed. that  bulk- 
heads’ surrounded the powder 
shops for the protection of the 
plant and that. Robak was _ be- 
yond the one surrounding’ the 
dynamite shop at the time --the 
explosion occured. 

-Contrary to the rumors which

his own initiative he requested the 
special venire. 

Public opinion is almost unanim- 
ous against Mr. Crowe, who was 
declared incapable of conducting 
the investigation by Harry Eugene 
Kelley, President of the Union 
League club. Mr. Kelley — said 
Crowe’s’ political affiliations were 
too involved to allow him the free- 
dom necessary for such an in- 
vestigation. 

Mr. Kelley continued: 

“If State’s Attorney Crowe con- 
ducts the investigation it will not 
be untrammeled. In the first place 
Crowe is in politics and politics 
is the back ground of this whole 
situation. In the second place 
the McSwiggin ‘investigation in- 
volves -his own office. It might

James H. Kinsmore, the Baltimore 
wife-beater, was allowed to take 
time out from his” bench in the 


city jail brush factory here today. 
So he left his vulcanizing kit to 


ja helper and went with a swingy, 


loose-jointed stride .across the iron 
floor to the center guard room. 

There Kingsmore took his medi- 
cine—five lashes of the cat o'nine 
tails across his bare back. Four 
women, a clergyman and nearly 
200 men looked on while a movie 
camera ground. out a record of 
Maryland justice, or “The wife- 
beater’s Shame.” There was a flash 
light that unnerved the culprit and 
his pasty face went gray with 
rage: 

There was no blood drawn ty 
the heavy-set sheriff's whip. In- 
deed, the spectators thought that 
Sheriff John E. Potee’s corrective 
arm:was more gentle than it was 
cracked up to be. One of the wo- 
men giggled and another smiled, 
but the sheriff was pale and dis- 
tressed. 

It was three minutes of ten when 
the cell block door was unlocked. 
Kingsmore, his wrists swathed in 
soft white bandages, shuffled to 
the black post, chewing gum and 
looking for all the world like a 
pugilist coming to scratch. He 
weighed 165 pounds, 

“Hello, Warden,’ ‘he said, 
ing a sickly smile. “You'll 
me taking this dose all right.” 

Kingsmore peeled off a_ striped 
blue gingham shirt, his back to the 
audience. Then he drew his under- 
shirt down his neck and shoulders, 
which exposed wiry muscles and a 
clear, pale skin. All of a sudden 
the wife-beater’s brown eyes nar- 
;rowed. He turned half way on the 
whipping post platform and potint- 
ed at a motion picture photograph- 
er who stood under one of the tall 
windows..

When a steamship takes on coal in! for the workers. 


a Chinese or Japanese port the fuel 15 
passed up the side of the ship in 
baskets by 3 long line of coolies 
standing shoulder to shoulder. Scoves 
of men and women toil at this dirty 
work from dawn to dark, and ther 
day’s wages are less than an hour’s 
pay for unskilled baie in this 
country. 

When the ship reaches dan Fran- 
cisco the method of fueling is er- 
tirely changed. ,Coal is then put 
aboard niore speedily by half a dozen 
men operating a steam hoist or endless 
chain of metal buckets. In the Ameri- 
can port a few men with a large 
equipment of capital goods do the 
sarhe work that in the Orient is done 
by many men and a very smali amount 
of capital. 

In the countries of the Far East 
labor is plentiful and cheap, while 
capital is scarce. In this country the 
situation is reversed, and it would be 
a great waste of resources to employ 
workers in merely passing coal baskets 
from hand to hand. It is doubtful, 
too, if many of them would stick long 
to such a tedious job. 

Where the workers are ‘intelligent 
and standards of living are high, it is 
profitable to use a large amourit of 
capital in combination with labor. That 
is why capital in the form of ma- 
chinery is used to a greater extent in 
this country thafi anywhere else in 
the world. - Since this machinery in- 
creasés the output of the average 
worker, the employer can afford to 
pay him more...than-would otherwise 
be possible. As a result, wages in 
this country are also the highest in the 
world. 

But-capital doesnot produce these 
results automatically. If it is not put 
to work in, the right way it may lead 
to great loss and waste, instead of to 
a larger beret and a larger: income 


i 


The men who put capital. to work 
must be able to plan years. ahead. 
They must know what they can af- 
ford to pay for the use of capital and 
the exact amount that they can use to 
advantage. They must estimate what 
future demands will be. And before 
they can know these things they must 
understand the business from “A” to 
“2: ” 

Great Gamers of business concerns 
have failed because the men who put 
their own or borrowed capital to work 
lacked sufficient knowledge with re- 
gard to one or more of these impor- 
tant points. 

While capital, therefore, per forms a 
vital function in modern life, it wil 
not do this unless it is“ properly di- 
rected. Under efficient managemént it 
will provide @great abundance of use- 
ful goods and give multitudes of peo- 
ple a way to earn their‘ living. Under 
inefficient management it may be grad- 
ually exhausted by wasteful methods. 

Intelligent, alert and competent man- 

ers are, therefore, absolutely essen- 
tial to the welfare of the modern. 
worker. Such men are well called 
“captains of industry,” and their serv- 
ices are invaluable. 

Just as an army of brave soldiers ;t 
cannot win victory if its, generals are 
stupid, so a corps of able and faithful 
employees cannot. bring prosperity, tc 
a business if its executives are not “on 


the job.”
